2. Eerik HEINE first came to our attention in November 1956 when he walked 
in to our Embassy- in Bonn and stated tliat he had just been repatriated from , the 
USSR as a re tiirning German POIV. He claimed to have in 9 >ortant information to 
transmit to OD'iOKE intelligence concerning an anti-Soviet resistance rooveinent in 
Soviet prison camps and also relating to continuing anti-Soviet partisan activities 
in Northern Estonia, hhen the summaiy of HEINE^s statements reached Washington, . 
the desk officer noted the similarity between his story and that of known 
agents, and recommended a more detailed debriefing. This was done in a series of 
interviews at Frankfurt which reinforced the earlier strong suspicions concerning 
his bona fidos. No further action was taken in Germany to resolve the case, 
how^ever, since he departed for Canada suddenly and unexf^tedly in the spring of 
1957. 

3. I-EINE began to be active in Estonion ciuigre affairs in 1962, and in the 
spring of 1963 he visited this country in order to establish contact with Estonian 
eznigre groups in major cities and to present a filnt- lecture whidi purportedly 
depicted the anti-Soviet underground morveraent in the Estonian forests during the 
period 1 ^hen he allegedly served with it, 1946 to 1950. HElNE*s contacts with the 
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cnu^c cop^nanity v^cre brought to. o\ir attention by emigre leaders with 
wiiom wc were in touch, including Juri RMIS, Matior^a] CoimnandoT of tiie Legion of 
t-stoniim Liberation. Our Ustouian contacts expressed the view that HEINE'S 
background was highly suspicious. Accordingly, Che material available to us up 
to that time was subjected to a detailed analysis by several counterintelligence 
officers, and t)ie conclusion was readied that ilHWE was a dispatched KCD agent. 

In order to protect the Estonian emigre nHavement in tJ^is country (whidi was of 
opciationnl interest to us) .I.TOin penetration by a ICCTn agents HAUS v;as instructed 
to warn certain of tlie Estonian emigre leaders appro^^riately* Me did this, and 
fJHIME ultimately sued !^S iu Federal court for slander. We ar^ in close toud^ 
wit!\ IVIIS* attorney. 

4, At the time of HEINE'S visits to our country in 1963 we atlvised tiie 
S^iAE0\^15 of OUT conclusions and wc have remained in continuing correspondmee 
with them on tJiis case. However, tJie SMABOVES did not have any evidence of 
specific espionage activities in their .country since his arrival in 1957, and 
rLEIME was ultimately granted their citizenship in August 1964. 

5, In February 1965, as a part of uro- trial proceedings, HEIME was brought 
here • / Pv\U5' attorneys for a detailed deposition under oath ccmceming his 
background. Prom tliis version of his biography cemibined with that ^Aich he gave 
us in Frankfurt ±a early 1957 we have compiled a conposite suiramary chronological 
record, ’ivhich is transmitted as Attachment A herewith* It should noted that 
there are major discrepancies between the tivo versions, 

6, The particular time period for which we would 'appreciate SM3TH help is 

from 1946 to 1950, when fiEINE claiins to have been a part of the Estonian under- 
ground partisaji movement known as tJie 'Torest Brothers," his band operating in 
tlie woods in tne general area between Tamsalu and Rakke, This partisan laovcmoat, 
along vath parallel movements in Latvia and Lithuania, were of opcratiottal 
interest co KIIBARK, S'!0TE[, and the TIEBAJ^ in the late I940's and on through the 
middle 19SG’s. In order to provide -Il.witli general background on 

the nature and nuiriber of the Estonian REDSOX-type operations mounted by S>1OTI, 
TIEBAR and KUBARK, we are forwarding as Attaclment B a brief study indicating 
dates and other pertinent data. Tnis attachment is for Station use only. 

7, CkiT records indicate that tliere was a continuing exchange of vieivs and 

informatioTi concerning our respective PJlD5>0X-type (^wrations between SM9TH and 
KU3ARK in a series of meetings involving reprosentatives of the tKo services 
between 1950 and 1954. Hie discussions covered the approach to operational 
GTi^^loitation of anti-Soviet emigre groups as related to Baltic operations, joint 
operational procedures, reviews of cporational situatiems, problems concerning 
SMOra participation in third countr>' operations, matual agreements for oocchange 
of information on airrent and proposed operations, collaboration On targets, 
coordination of olannin.e. etc. In 1956, conducted a security investigation

country'* As a result of this investigation and another development Cnot further 
identified to us) SM9*IH decided to conduct a full review of all of . their Baltic 
llGDSOX-tyne operations. They advised us tlaat they had arrivod at the firm con- 
clusion that all Baltic operations conducted by them had been, possibly from the 
outset, under hos tile control, Tnis was forwarded to Headquarters in OELA-166P5 
dated 31 October 1956, We are forwardi^ as Attachment C for Station background 
only a copy of tliis d:V;patcli toc<ether with stfosequent traffic on this subject. 
Additional and imore recent correspondence on RIS control of Baltic ooerations 
relates to S^?9ri>I-iaJBARK exdianges in 1962 concerning Zigurds KRUJUNS £1 JU 

who was Francis Cary PC^VERS' prison cell-mate. (Reference 0S49, dated 
March 1962), A further statement of SMOTH's views concefning RIS control of 
their Baltic operations is contained in paragr^his 1 and 2 of Attachmwit to 
OELA-39020 dated 6 August 1963* 

8, From t]\e above it is clear tliat SMOTH, as a result of their- cwn Estonian 
operations and the security reviews which they subsequently c.anducted» should bo 
in a position to provide significant coramentary on the JflSINE Story^ Vte are par- 
ticularly interested in the ’'partisan period" (1946-1950) and we have extracted 
from tlie 1D57 debriefing that portion which refers to that period, .Ye are 
fonvarding it as Attachment D.. On the basis of their study 6£ this material and 
other data forwarded herewitia on HEINE, v^e iTOuld like the following frew' SNOTH: 
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;i. Vull traces on irnlNl’i to iJicludc statements by any persons v^io Tnis;ht 
have kno*.^ him Jurinfi tiie partisan period or at any other time, 

h. Pull traces on any of t)ie individuals named by nblNP as people 
who participated in the undcri^round movement during the period 1946-1950. 

c. /\ny kncr.^lcdgc SMOT! migh£^^^vo of^ic piirtisan ]>eriod as described 
by IIEIMB. '.Ve would like any cormenUS^they or persons formerly connected 
witi^ tl:em iidght )\ave on the validity llPINH’s statements or any other 
aspects of his story whidv appeat pertinent to our investigation. 

9. In addition to the above, we are greatly desirous o£ enlisting S'WHl 

cooperation for an interview with Colonel Alfons REHANE. This person was a 
regular Estonian Amy officer prior to \\'orld War II and served under the Germans 
as a Regimental Commander in the 20th Waffen SS Division (Estonian- Legion) in 
1944 and 1945 during the battles of ^Ja^va and Tartu; it is during the latter 
battle that claim todiave been v;ounded and captured by the Soviet Army,

should have considerable personal knowledge of the under- 
groLffvi partisan movement. In ap^-iroximately 1962 RERANE mo’»ed to Germany as 
coordinator of Estonian emigre activities there ^ having bjen appointed to this 
post by the Estonian Consul Gaoeral in New York upon the deaUv of incumbent, 
Colonol Ludvig JAICOBSEN, REBANE now resides in Augsburg, ^rmany. (The 
address wo have is 89 Augsburg- Kr legs liaber, Schinutterscrasse 20/1, Germany.) 

In 1962 REQANT; was invit^ to tills country by Estonian emigre organixaticais for 
a lecture tour, during the course o£ which heii«t HEINE at the home of an 
EstcRiian emigre, ?fe reportedly disbelieved HEINE'S story cotipletely. He was 
again invited here as the guest of Estonian etnigres in 1964, and again is re- 
ported to have cofranented ujifavorably about IIE'.NE, We have no way of knowing 
whether tliosc consents reflected firndy based suspicion, perhaps relating to 
REBANE’ s close loiowledge of tho partisan movenicnt as stated above, or merely 
a negative reaction to HEINE'S fantastic biography, but we stixm^y feel that 
REEANE mi^t be in a position to help us in our continuing analysis of this 
case. Thus, after we receive from SNUTll the results of their analysis requested 
in paragraph S above, we will probably want to arrange for a KUBARK officer to 
debrief RHBANE in detail on the pertinent eleTpents of HEINE^s biography. The 
interview with REBANE can be arranged in any manner desired by. SMDTH, tlie 
important aspect being that the KUBARK officer be authenticated to RffiANE by 
We will be happy to have a SMOIH officer present if they so desii^. 

Tho debriefing can be done in Augsburg or London, and in the latter event we 
will, of course, reiinburse RERANE's travel. We estimate that we might need 
two or even three days with REBANE to go over HEINE'S background in tlie desired 
detail.
